National Defense debt threatens to ravage our own American 
economy. 
It is not a pleasant picture, but it is one that 


,,. Americans ore constantly thinking about. Today we came 


Across an item which may help to dispel the gloom. 


~ 
® The world, of course, has always 


had wars; and somehow the world 
has always recovered from them— no 
matter how great the bloodshed and 
damage. 


What gives us gloomy thoughts these 


days, however, is that the introduction 
of modern machines to warfare has 
magnified its dcstructivcness beyond 
anything the Ancienls ever knew. 


But by the same token, the modern 


machine has magnified the production 
of wealth, so that the greater dc- 
slrucliveness of war today is counter- 
balanced by increased production for 
peace. This idea was voiced the other 
day in a speech in Washington by 
Dr. Paul Van Zealand, former prime 
minister of Belgium. After talking 
about the destruction that is going 
on in Europe, he said: 


"Let us not forget that there is 


a new fact in the world. It is the 
extraordinary 
increase 
in 
the 


technical ability of men to pro- 
duce wealth." 
That is a reassuring thought. It 


seems rather pale and insecure when 
measured by the rate at which de- 
struction is now going on. But now 
the world is in a war-like mood. In 
peace-times we would recall that 
machines have multiplied the world's 
wealth more in the last generation 
than in all previous history.

War, Not-Quite-War/ 
Limited War 


Is it war? 
Not necessarily. This is 1941, not 1917 


Tliis is a different world in many res 
peels; the very word war docs no 
mean what it used to moan. 


Certainly the "shoot-first" 
order; 


may mean fighting, and may mean los 
of the Jives of American sailors, Ma- 
rines, civilians. It might not evei 
then be war, unlimited war, war to 
the finish in every field. 


Early in this conflict Germany drew 


a line around a large chunk of the 
North Atlantic, including some of tin 
Western Hemisphere, and said, "Thi 
is a war -/.one. We will not permit 
shipping within it. We will sink ships 
which violate our order." 


That has nothing to do with old- 


fashioned rules of blockade. That 
roping off a large chunk of the high 
seas as a battle ground. Is any- 
body else bound to accede to it? You 
need only ask: suppose the German 
"war -/.one" had been made to ex- 
tend right up to the American three- 
mile limit? 


Certainly we would not have ac- 


ceded to that. Why? Because it would 
lave infringed clearly on our rights, 
and definitely menaced our safety and 
welfare. 


In the meantime, events have made 
t desirable to establish an American 
outpost in Iceland. We have decided 
that Atlantic waters west of Iceland 
di-e vital to us. Some of those waters 
re in the zone "roped off" by the 
rormans earlier in the war as their 
'war zone." 


Who is going to say what waters of 
he earth shall be used by whom? 
•fail-splittings about old internation- 
al precedents do not matter now. The 
Germans say, "You shall not use 
ertain waters." We say, "We have the 
ight to use them, it is vital to us 
o use them, and we shall use them." 


There trouble may easily lie. We 


iiust face it and we will face it. Two 
hings might yet happen short of what 
e used to think of as war. 
Hitler might quietly order his sub- 


narines and raiders out of the disput- 


arca, without ever publicly an- 


louncing it. Without ever publicly 
dmitting that he was wrong and 
hat we are right, he could judicious- 
y avoid trouble as a matter of policy. 
\ lot of things are being done that 
vay today. 


Or we might resolutely embark in 


a naval war to clear the disputed areas 
without committing ourselves to the 
general outcome of the war or its 
consequences, for we arc in the happy 
position (at present) of being able 
to go to war as far as we wish and 
our interests demand, and no farth- 
er. 


Is it war? It depends on what you 


mean by war. 


Many Soviet 
Troops Lost 
Germans Claim 


Hitler Said to 
Be Drawing All 
Available Man- 
power Into Battle 


By (lie Associated Press 
Adolf Hitler's high command i^- 


pprtcd Tuesday the anihilation of 
nine Soviet Divisions and the crushing 
of nine other Divisions with "bloodiest 
losses"— a grand total of about 270,000 
men—in fighting south of Lake Ilmcn 
on the Leningrad front. 


In a .special bulletin Hitler's head- 


quarters in the 
field 
said strong 


forces of the llth, 25lh, and 34th Rus- 
sian armies had been defeated with 
the capture of 53,000 Red army pris- 
oners, 320 tanks and 625 pieces of ar- 
tillery. 


The German losses, as usual, were 


not disclosed. 


The Nazi bulletin said the "vast 


slaughtering" occurred during the past 
week and indicated a smashing blow 
to Leningrad's defense army of more 
than a million. 


Says Nazis Routed 
Red Star, the army publication, re- 


ported that a gigantic night battle of 
heavy tanks for important points on 
the approaches to Leningrad ended in 
complete rout of the gcrmans who left 
hundreds of dead on the field. 


Nazi military dispatches, picturing 


Leningrad ns doomed, said the net- 
work of steel and concrete ringed 
around Leningrad was crumbling un- 
der blows of the most destructive 
weapons in the German nrsenal. More 
than 200 bunkers and pill boxes were 
reported smashed or captured and 
German troops were reported at some 
places only 15 miles from the heart 
of the city. 


All Avail Manpower 
An inkling that Germany was now 


hurling all available manpower into 
the 87-day-old struggle, possibly to 
replace staggering losses, was senccd 
in a British report that Hitler was 
compelled to withdraw some forces 
from the occupied zone to the Russian 
front. 


Young recruits and soldiers over 35 


years of age were said to have replac- 
ed the half million sent to the front 
and the British said they had reason 
to believe that western Europe was 
still garrisoned by 800,000 Gorman 
troops. 


Presumably this force would make 


Britain hesitate before an invasion at- 
tempt. 


The Italian press frankly predicted 


that hostilities with the U. S. was in- 
evitable as the result of Secretary 
Knox's statement that the U. S. At- 
lantic fleet, stripped for action, would 
protect all lease lend cargoes cnroute 
to Iceland. 


A heavy slump was reported on the 


Italian stock market.

The title of this law is "An Act to 


Protect the Commerce of the Unite 1 
States, and to Punish the Crime of 
Piracy." It begins like this: 


"Be it enacted, by the Senate nn>l 


House of Representatives in Congress 
assembled, that the President of the 
United States be, and hereby is, auth- 
orized and requested to employ so 
many of the armed public vessels, as, 
in his judgment, the service may re- 
quire, with suitable instructors to the 
commanders thereof, in protecting the 
merchant vessels of the United States 
and their crews from piratical ag- 
gressions and depredations. 


"And be it further enacted, that the 


President of the United States be, and 
hereby is, authorized to instruct the 
commanders of the public armed ves- 
sels of the United States to subdue, 
seize, take and send into any port of 
the United States, any armed vessel 
or boat, the crew whereof shall be 
armed, and which shnll have attempted 
or committed any piratical aggression, 
search, restraint, depredation or seiz- 
ure, upon any vessel of the United 
States, or its citizens, which may have 
been unlawfully captured upon the 
high seas." 


And so on. 
However— 
Now it takes considerable stretching 


to make this old law of 1819 fit the 
present situation. So far, three U. S. 
merchantmen have been sunk. The 
first struck a mine off Australia. The 
Robin Moor was torpedoed in the 
South Atlantic. 
The Steel 
Seafarer 


was sunk in the Red Sea by bombing 
or torpedo planes. Were those really 
acts of piracy? 


One American-owned ship operating 


under the flag of Panama, the S. S. 
Sessa, was torpedoed and fired on 
without warning off Greenland. Was 
that an act of piracy? 


In addition, two U. S. vessels of war 


have been involved. Two torpcdoe; 
were fired on the destroyer Greer 
carrying mail to Iceland. In July, an 
American battleship was followed by 
a submarine whose periscope was vis- 
ible, but the battleship was not at- 
tacked. Were those acts of piracy?

Cairo Suffers 
First Air Raid 


Attack Gives

CAIRO —(/I')— Cairo suffered the 


first air raid of the war Monday night 
when Axis planes bombed the city 
heavy, killing 39 and wounding 93. 


This apparently opened the way for 


the British bombing of Rome, for 
Britain warned that the bombing of 
either Cairo or Athens would bring 
eprisiils against Rome.

Patrol Area Varied 
In his press conference of April 25 


1941, the President reviewed the sit- i 
uation and brought it up to date, 
pointing out that in 1939, when the 


question of hemisphere defense first 
ame up, the neutrality patrol was 
irst set up to reconnoiter certain 
areas of the ocean to find out if there 
was any aggressive ship in those areas 
and to see what was coming into the 
western hemisphere, 


/it tirst it was incorrectly declarec 


.hat the patrol extended only 300 miles 
!rom U. S. shores. It didn't. It was 
constantly changing line, pulled in 01 
extended day by day. And the Pres- 
ident declared then that the patro 
would be extended into the seven sea; 
as might be necessary for the protect 
ng of the American hemisphere. 


In 1939, that patrol area was rela 


lively close to the American coas 
line. Then it was extended to Ber 
muda, Newfoundland, Greenland, th 
Bahamas, Trinidad, Antigua, Guiana 
Then the Red Sea was declared ope 
water for 
American merchantmen. 


Then came extension of the western 
hemisphere to include Iceland. 


Finally, supply ships were started 


across the Pacific to Vladivostok to 
aid Soviet Russia, right through Ja- 
panese territorial waters. 


That action virtually served 
no- 


tice on the world that the United 
States was planning to keep open 
these seven seas to her commerce, even 
if it meant declaring that any ship in- 
terfering with that commerce, or any 
nation for that matter, was in fact, a 


their deals at fair prices. 


Don Nelson was one of the first 


of the dollar-a-year or government 
men to see that the defense effort 
could not he made on a business- 
as-usual basis.
